Just what are we talking about when we use 
the word "Community® and what do we mean when 
we say "Pagan community? 

Would it be appropriate to say that a 
community 1s any group of people who share 
—_anything in common for any period of time? 
— That may be a bit too simplistic. 1s it a 
group of people who feel and think the same 
way about bas1ic beliefs, such as the community 
found in a monastery? Is it a collection of 
families who live in the same area or groups 
of people who depended on each other for 
Survival such as farmers, herders and traders? 
What about a group of people who never $See or 
meet each other but share in a community of 
thought and idea exchange, such as the people 
who are in the computer bulletin boards? Is 
.1t perhaps many different kinds of people who 


are committed towards a certain set of goals 


but work toward those ends along different 
paths and in different geographical areas? 
One opinion of Community, and especially 
Pagan community, 1s that it is comprised of 
nn can be trusted. "Perfect Love 
and Perfect Trust®" is a well used Pagan motto. 
But the Perfect Love must be earned by the 
exhibition of Perfect Trust-worthiness. 


A community, according to- this view, is 
formed by groups of people who share in their 
commitment to trust and be trusted by other 
1nd1ividuals and groups. The unit groups are 
"families" and the individuals are "kin", 
bound into community by trust. If we accept 
this definition, where do we put people whom 
we like, find interesting and who share 
S1mllar belief systems but whose emotional or 
mental makeup is Such that we are wise not to 
trust them? 
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Another opinion is that community 1s 
formed by agreement. That individuals agree 
on certain points and that agreement forms the 
context of all the interaction between the 
individuals. Where then do we put 1ndividuals 
whose view point differs radically from ours 
but on whom we can trust 1implicitly to support 
us in our right to have our own view point? 
Or what happens when we no longer agree, does 
the community then dissolve? 

I personally favor the teleological 
definition. Shared qoals may be a very good 
definition of community, and an individual may 
be a member of Var1ous overlapping 
communities, much like Euler-Venn d1iagrams, 
and partake either in the union and/or the 
Sets. Within this definition 1t 1s not 
necessary that each yindividual of the 
community partake in all aspects of the goals 
nor in all the goals of each individual 
member. Example: Person A may be committed to 
the survival of Earth through Eco-magick; 
Person B may be committed to the Survival of 
Earth through sane population controls; Person 
C may be committed to the survival of. Earth 
through a redefinition of child rearing 
philosophies and practices. They are all 
committed to the same goal=survival of Earth, 
but each approaches it from a different 
aspect. They may not even agree on methods; 
Person A may favor mandatory abortion and 
Sterilization while Person B may find that 
method politically impossible and Person C may 
find the method ethically reprehensible and 
Socially destructive. But they ALL find 
themselves united in their concern and 
dedication towards the healing and survival of 
Earth. 


Perhaps every lanquage philosopher would 
have a different answer concerning community, 
none of which would agree with the answers 
from the political scientists and both schools 
would disagree with the sociologists and 
anthropologists. Community means different 
things to different people. But in some way, 
most of us need to belong to a community. 
Hermits may be an exception, but IT am not 
certain even there. 

Community, however one defines it, can be 
a difficult thing to achieve, especially for 
Pagans and Neo-Pagans. And perhaps no one 
needs community more. 

In today's mundane, there 1s much 
lamenting the erosion of the traditional 
community. The tightly knit villages and 
neighborhoods of several generation aqo are 
fast disappearing and those who found them 
comfortable and safe havens regret their 
passaqge. But for Some people those villages 
and neighborhoods were painful places; a lot

of bigotry, fascist dogmatism and xenophobia 
also throve in them.. Many who are now Pagani 
left places similar to those swiftly 
disappearing towns and dorps because of their 
strangling intolerance to uniqueness and 
individuality that paralyzed the spirit. But 
in the escape for freedom, the connecting 
Sense of belonging was also left behind. 
Adrift in freedom, attached to nothing much 
more than their credit card bills, people. 
search for a sense of belonging in their work 
Sites, the places where they shop and live, 
the associations and organizations that they 
Join. Some grasp for it in the sports teams 
of their particular area, while others seek 1t 
in the labels they wear. Unfortunately, most 
people rarely find the kind of nurturing and 
Supportive community in which homo sapiens 


\ Seems to thrive best. 


Alone, separated from our blood kin and 
neighbors by distance, disagreements, and 
disparate ideologies, Pagans must actively 
work to create healthy communities for 
themselves and for their families. And it 1s 
aifficult work. Because of the very nature of 
our belief systems and the diversity of people 
attracted to the various aspects of Paganism, 
Pagani often find themselves encountering and 
working with people who are not skilled 1n 
common $social amenities, normal courtesies and 


trustworthiness. fs 
T1 am not a person who suffers fools 


gladly, and I once vented my frustration, 
concerning what I considered a plethora of 
"flakes" within Paqgan-belief systems, to a 
wise man. He commiserated with me for a 
moment and then said, "I"m glad to see that 


yours is a healthy and growing religion. What 
kind of a religion would it be if everyone had 
to be perfect and healed before they were 


allowed to join?" I came away from that 
encounter a much more tolerant person. And 
not only of others, but of myself. Thank you, 
LeO. 

Therefore, since we can expect to find a 
infinite variety of people and attitudes 
within Paganism we need to come to terms with 
dealing with them. Not all will be perfect. 
Many, including the writer, have feet of clay 
up to the hips. But it is in accepting and 
celebrating those differences and shortcomings 
that we are able to be empowered and empower

General membership in Ph1lANOR 1s open to 
all individuals who are at least 18 years of 
age, regardless of race sex or sexual 
orientation; who acknowledge that s/he 1s a 
practitioner and/or seeker of a positive life- 
affirming Pagan or Neo-Pagan religion or 
ph1losophy. 

New Members are elected by a majority 
vote of the General membership in good 
Standing, usually at the next general meeting 
of the membership. Membership dues are $15.00 
per year which includes a Subscription to 
RiverPath the newsletter of Ph1ilANOR. 

Each general member 1s entitled to one 
vote on each matter submitted to a vote of the 
General Membership. 

Termination of General Membership may be 
for one or all of the following: causes: 

1. Conviction of a felony under the laws 
of the United States of America. 

2. Any single instance of behavior or 
recurring instances of behav1ior which 
Jeopardizes either the integrity and/or well 
being of Ph1ilANOR or any of its members. 

3. Non-payment of membership dues. 

To apply for membership you need to 
fulfill the following requirements. You need 
to attend two (2) PhilANOR functions and find 


a general member in good standing who 1s 
willing to sponsor you. The member will 
arrange to get to know you $so that s/he can 
Stand up in the general meeting and say in all 
good faith "I know of no reason why this 
person Should be refused membership."

Philadelphia Area Network of 01d Religions 
Action by Unanimous Consent of the Members 
April 15, 1989 


WHEREAS, 1it has come to our attention that 1n 
recent months two disturbing trends have been 
growing in the United States: (1) that some 
groups have been spreading false information 
about Wicca and Paganism to law enforcement 
personnel, and (2) that here has been a r1se 
1n violent criminal activity with alleged 
"Satanic" ritualistic overtones; 


WHEREAS the members of PhilANOR acknowledge 
that we are. Pagans, Goddess NWorshippers, 
Wiccan; and members of ancient religions that 
existed on this planet prior to the advent of 
Judaism, Islam and Christianity; and 


WHEREAS we affirm the validity of all 
SP1ritual paths, however, we are opposed to 
those institutions and belief systems that 
have claimed and continue to claim to be the 
"only way" and have Sought and continue to 
Seek to deny freedom to others and suppress 
other ways of practice and belief. 


WHEREUPON, the members of Ph11lANOR, 
recognizing that in order to protect our right 
to practice our religion without interference 
as guaranteed to us under the constitution of 
the United States of America, it, would be 
prudent and Just to negate certain 
m1Sconceptions and falsehoods being spread by 
certain groups and to state the truth about 


our beliefs. therefore, by unanimous consent 
at the quarterly general meeting of the 
membership held on April 15, 1989, we, the 
members of Ph1lANOR, do hereby severally and 
collectively consent to the adoption of the 
following resolution: 


"We, as practitioners of Pagan and 
Neo-Pagan religion including Wicca 
(also known as Witchcraft) practice 
a positive life-affirming faith that 
1s dedicated towards healing, both 
of ourselves, others and of the 
Earth. As Such, we do not advocate 
or condone Criminal activities. We 
absolutely condemn the practices of 
ch11ld abuse, sexual abuse, substance 
abuse, and any other abuse that does 
harm to the bodies, minds or Spirits 
of 1ndividuals. We offer prayers 
and Support for the healing of the 
victims for such abuses. We 
recognize the divinity of nature in 
our Mother the Earth and practice 
our rites of worship in a manner 
which 1s ethical, leqal and safe. 
We have absolutely no connection 
with those groups wh1ch are 
considered by the public as being 
"Satanic.” Furthermore, we condemn 
the activities of any group wishing 
to do harm to others. We will not 
tolerate slander or libel against 
OUr churches, clerqy Or 
congregations and are prepared to 
defend our civil rights with such 
legal action as we deem necessary
